NEW MONUMENT 
IS COMPLETED 


Memorial to Abraham Lincoln Erect­ 


ed in National Cemetery Declared 


to be Unusually Attractive. Some 


Complaint. 


" To the memory of A braham Lincoln 
and hi# G ettysburg speech there has­ 
been erected in the N ational Cemetery 
a #5 HOO 
m emorial of 
granite 
and 
bronze, the m onum ent 
being placed 
im m ediately south of the rostrum on 
the site which had been 
occupied for 
many years by the 
|»opular pavilion 
which w ji a resting place for many 
who visited the held. 
T his has been 
moved to the sine, its 
u ltim ate end 
not yet having been announce). 


The work of erecting the m onum ent 
was 
started 
several 
weeks 
ago by 
Charles Kappas who got all 
the stone 
in place tiefore the severe cold weather. 
The bust of Lincoln 
was 
delayed in 
transit and that was put up only this 
week 
The ummorial is 
a beautiful 
work of the sculptor's art 
and 
is a 
great ornam ent to the Cemetery. 


G ranting all this, there is a general 
belief among local 
per-ons 
that 
its 
erection w ill tie 
followed 
by much 
criticism on the part of those who wish 
to see the memory of Abraham Lincoln 
rememtiered in a more fitting manner. 
It is argued by thfise 
who 
hold this 
view that the m onum ent 
is a sm all 
trib u te to a big man and that its m ea­ 
ger coit contributes little to the tribute 
A m erica 
should pay to 
the m artyr 
president 


The appropriation for the erection 
of the memorial was made 
al*out five 
years ago by Congress and provided for 
an espenditiire of #5.000 
For several 
reasons the money was not put to use 
until the latter part of IOU and th e re 
cent erection is due to this delay 


The 
m onum ent is o(, the design 
known as the exedra, 
the only other 
example at G ettysburg being the Collis 
m em orial which is considerably sm all 
er 
The bust of Lincoln is in bronze 
while two tablets, the one containing 
hi* G ettysburg address, are on either 
side of the center pedestal. 


Owing to inclement weather but few 
G ettysburg |*e*iple have seen the 
new 
addition to G ettysburg's collection of 
Civil W ar memorials and the accum 
ponying cut w ill lie of unusual in te r­ 
est 
The old pavilion may tie seen at 
the side of the memorial where it bas 
found a temporary location.

1 aport had been received from the 
tariff hoard This was lost by a strict 
party vote 
Toe Republican members Indicated 
that there would be no Republican 
substitute tor the Democratic bill, but 
a long siring of amendments would he 
offered. 
To*- majority report filed with the 
bill -ays: 
“A survey of the iron and steel In­ 
dustry show's convin* lngly that it has 
reac iu d a position of suc h strength 
and independence that the industry 
does not toed the helping hand of the 
government in order to stand in com­ 
petition with foreign countries. 
"The committee feels warranted In 
recommending that the duties b*4 pla* 
cd upon a d sdnctly revenue basis.” 
The refKir* declares the rates should 
he made tow enough to permit poten 
tis! competition from imports for tne 
sake of uut ma! aud projiei' regulation 
of domestic prices, and concludes: 
"I. is believed that the rates provid­ 
ed for in ti.is hill are competitive and 
lf enacted would effect a substantial 
economy to the people greatly dispro­ 
portionate in its advantages to the 
small apparent (oms of revenue." 
The se,en Republican member* of 
•fie commit ee also filed their report.

mittee.” 
That the Democrats have practically

ber. This motion was lost, also by a 
straight party vote.

Following the passage of the steel 
bill, the ways and means committee 
will introduce the chemical and then 
the sugar schedule*.
